Woman Writes She Has No

E. W. Robb, who married a sis- 
ter of the railroad builder and who 
is purchasing agent for the 
Jacob Dold Packing Co. of Buffa- 
lo, and Mrs. Robb had been stay- 
ing with the widow since her be- 
reavement Sept. 26. They were all 
going to Buffalo today. 

Robb went to Mrs. Stillwell’s room 
this morning to wake her and 
found her bed had not been slept 
in. Looking out of the window, he 
saw her body on a four-story ex- 
tension far below. A note from

Mrs. Stilwell directed to Robb was; 


found, asking for forgiveness and 
saying she. had no further reason 
to continue life now that her hus- 
band was dead. 

Police listed Mrs. Stilwell’s death 
as suicide after seeing the letter 
to Kobb and being told by him that 
he had no doubt that she jumped 
out of the window. 

“Since her‘ husband died,” he 
was quoted as saying, “she has 
been weeping and saying, ‘I must 
go to. Arthur; I can’t be separated 
from Arthur.’ ”’ tobb said that 
as was done when Mr. Stilwell died, 
the body will be cremated and 
there would be no funeral. 

“It was the wish of Mr. Stilwell 
that there be no funeral for him, 


only the cremation of his body. 
Mrs. Stilwell’s body will be cre- 
mated,” he said.

since her husband died, Mrs. Stil- 
well, who was born in Rochester, 
N. Y., made a previous attempt to 
kill herself. .A week ago the pa- 
per says, Mrs. Stilwell took poison 
powders, but was saved by the 
prompt efforts of a physician. Both 
Mr. and Mrs. Stilwell had firm be- 
lief in a spirit world*in which per- 
sons who had been dear to each 
other in life were reunited after 
death. 

Mrs. Stilwell’s maiden name was 
Jennie A. Wood. She was married 
to Stilwell in 1879, when they were 
2U years old. 


Stilwell Guided by Spirits in Rail- 


road Deals, He Said. 
Arthur, E. Stilwell, railroad 
builder, banker and mining pro- 


moter, died in New York of apo- 
plexy. He was 68 years old. 

Mr. Stilwell declared before re- 
tiring in 1916 that he had been 
guided in all his enterprises by 
spirits. Following this announce- 
ment Sir Arthur Conan Doyle ex- 
pressed the opinion that Mr. Stil- 
well had been through the greatest 
psychic experience of any living 
man. 

The first road Mr. Stilwell built 
was the Kansas City Belt Line. He 
then built the Kansas City, Pitts- 
burg & Gulf R&ilroad, now the 
Kansas City Southern. The inspir- 
ation of that undertaking, he later 
said, came to him from spirits. The 
same spirits, he declared, warned 
him when he planned to build a 
terminal at Galveston, Tex., that 
the city would be struck by a 
storm. He swung his road away 
from Galveston and four days fol- 
lowing the completion of a ter- 
minal at Port Arthur, Tex.. Gal- 
veston was devastated by a hurri- 
cane and tidal wave. Mr. Stilwell 
also built the Kansas City, Mexico 
& Orient Railroad, the sale of 
which to the Atchison, Topeka &

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—Herbert 
Hoover favors the dedication of 
Muscle Shoals to agriculture for 
research purposes and develop- 
ment of fertilizers in addition to 
its national he 
said last night in a formal state- 
ment issued at his headquarters. 

The statement was issued after 
Hoover's attention had been called 
to a special dispatch from Knox- 
published in a Washington 
newspaper, quoting him as having 
said that his reference in his speech 
at Elizabethton, Tenn., last Sat- 
urday as to the desirability of 
Government ownership in certain 
instances “means Muscle Shoals.’ 

Text of Statement. 

‘Some _ discussion has arisen in 
connection with Muscle Shoals,” 
his statement said, 

“I stated at Elizabethton that I 
did not favor any general extension 
of the Federal Government into 
the operation of business in com- 
petition with its citizens,’ 

“I further stated that ‘there are 
local instances where the Govern- 
ment must enter the business field 
as a byproduct of some great major 
purpose, such as improvement in 
‘navigation, flood control, scientific 
research or’mational defense, but 
they do not vitiate the general 
policy to which we should adhere.* 

“The news item from Knoxvilie 
specifically states: ‘Asked con- 
cerning the reference in his speech 
ae to the desirability of Govern- 
ment ‘ownership in certain in- 
stances, Mr. Hoover said: “ ‘You 
may say that means Muscic 
Shoals.’ 

“In this statement I was cor- 
rectly quoted. 

Favors Use for Agriculture. 

“There is no question of Gov- 
ernment ownership about Muscle 
Shoals as the Government already 
owns both the power and the ni- 
trate plants. The major purposes 
which were advanced for its con- 
struction were navigation, scien- 
tific research and national defense. 
The Republican administration has 
recommended that it be dedicated 
to agriculture for research pur- 
poses and development of ferti- 
lizers in addition to its national 
defense reserve. After these pur- 
poses are satisfied there is a by- 
product of superfluous power, That 
byproduct should be disposed of 
on such terms and conditions as 
will safeguard and protect al] pub- 
lic interest.

Referee Stops Hearing Into 
Chicago Concern’s Af- 
fairs; Orders Report to 
Authorities.

CHICAGO, Oct. 9.—Intimating 
that State or Federal prosecution 
may follow the receiver's examina- 
tion into the bankruptcy of Toombs 
& Daily, Chicago bond house, 
whose activities Roy C. ToombDs 
has been explaining here, Referee 
Garfield Charles today stopped the 
hearing until Friday and ordered 
a transcript of the record made 
so that “ a report can be made to 
the proper authorities.” 

Toombs, who was president of 
the International Life Insurance 
Co. in St. Louis, is under indict- 
ment there, charged with grand 
larceny and illegal tssuance of 
stock of his insurance concern. The 
date of his extradition hearing for 
the St. Louis prosecutors has been 
set for Noy. }. 

Security Sale Testimony. 

The referee’s action today came 
after Louis Cohen, attorney for the 
receiver of Tooms’ bond firm, had 
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called C. E, Clarke, sales manager , 


of the company, and George E. 
Kidd, auditor, to the witness stand 
to testify concerning sale of secur- 
ities by Toombs & Daily on the 
strength of financial statements 
which were untrue. Cohen had 
just started to question Clarke 
when the referee said: ‘I’m noc 
going to let you go any further 
with this examination concerning 
security sales.” 

“That was to be the scope of my 
inquiry today,” ‘Cohen replied. 

“T know,” the Referee told him. 
“but I think there is already suf- 
ficient evidence in this matter to 
warrant a report to the proper au- 
thorities for action. I'm not going 
to have you spend any more time 
on that phase of this company’s 
activities. I am going to adjourn 
this examination until _ Friday 
morning. Meanwhile I want you 
to have a transcript made of the 
record in this case so I can study 
it and io0o0k up the statutes. And I 
wan either the trustee or this court 
to make a report to the proper au- 
thorities for action. 

“I'm not going to say what will 
be taken,’’ Referee Charles said, 
“but there are grounds for action 
here.” 

Two Avenues of Action. 

Attorneys interested in the case 
said there were two avenues of a¢- 
tion open. The trustee of the de- 
funct bond house, or the referee 
may refer it to the office of the 
Attorney-General of Illinois for in- 
vestigation and, if any investiga- 
tion determines that Toombs & 
Daily sold securities on the 
strength of financial statements 
which were admittedly false, pros- 
ecution may be instituted for vio- 
lation of the State securities act. 
They also said that, if such state- 
ments were sent through the®mail 
to customers as an incentive to buy 
securities from Toombs & Daily, 
the Federal authorities may have 
grounds for prosecution for use of 
the mails to defraud. 

The statements, which are the 
nub of the action taken today by 
the referee, were financial state- 
ments of the bond firm issued by 
it and approved by its auditor and 
which later were admitted to be 
false by O. R. Daily, treasurer of 
the company. Testifying before 
the referee last week, Daily broke 
down and admitted that he had 
furnishedvincorrect figures to the 
auditor and that the statements 
were untrue and that he knew it 
when they were issued. 

Adjournment of the examination 
by the referee today may mean 
its speedy close next week and, 
depending on the report made of 
the case, crimina® prosecution 
against the officers of the bond 
firm.

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KOHLER’S NAME TO STAY 
ON WISCONSIN G, 0. P, BALLOT 


Supreme Court Denies Plea for 
Writ of Mandamus to Remove 
His as a Candidate, 

MADISON.,, Mis., Oct. 9.—Walter 
J. Kohler will not be compelled to 
fight for his Republican nomina- 
tion for Governor before the State 
Supreme Court. That court today 
denied the plea of Fred M. Wylie | 
for an alternative writ of manda-, 
mus calling on Theodore Dam- 
mann, Secretary of State, and Koh- 
ler to show cause why the latter’s 
name should not be removed from 
the ballot, or to remove the name | 
without argument. a 

The Supreme Court held, in line | 
with the arguments of the Attor- 
ney General, that the Secretary of 
State had performed a legal and 
purely ministerial function in certi- 
fying the name of Kohler to the 
county clerks for them to place on 
the November ballot. 

The Court's decision said that it 
was not the executive intent to 
charge the Secretary of State with 
power and duty to investigate the 
correctness of expense accounts 
filed by the candidates, and only 
certify the nominations in accore 
with his findings in the matter. 

“Tf the candidate is guilty of vio- 
lating any of the provisions of the 
corrupt practices act,” the decision 
said, “the statutes provide ample 
relief for the public, and the can- 
didate may be brought to answer 
“at the proper time and in the 
proper cource.”’ 

Wylie, in his complaint to have 
Kohler’s name canceled, had al- 
leged 10 violations of the corrupt 
practices act by Kohler in the fil- 
ing of his expense statements with 
the Secretary of State. 


PLEA OF GUILTY BY SLAYER 
OF WATCHMAN IS REFUSED 


Jack Fortune, Who Sought Life 
Imprisonment, Ordered to Trial 
Nov. 12 for Killing. 

The Circuit Attorney’s office to- 
day refused to assent to the plan 
of counsel! for Jack Fortune, slayer 
of a watchman, for a plea of guilty 
and a sentence of life imprison- 
ment. Fortune will go to trial 
Nov. 12. 


Fortune, whose home is in Kan- 
sas City, attempted to hold up the 
office of the Orthwein Motor Co., 
2016 Locust boulevard, Jan. 16, and 
engaged in a revolver duel with 
Ierd Stange, watchman, in which 
both were wounded. Stange died. 

The prisoner’s lawyer, James R. 
Claiborne, first attempted to get 
the consent of the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office to a compromise on 
life imprisonment. When this 
failed, he offered to plead guilty 
and take his chances with the 
Court. Judge Rutledge replied he 
thought the case called for hangs 
ing, but that in his ‘opinion a jury 
should pass upon it. Judge Rut- 
ledge also mentioned the fact, 
which he said he had learned only 
recently, that there was a remote 
family connection between himself 
and the man killed by Fortune.

The Chamber of Commerce will 
send a representative to Lakehurst, 
N. J., to meet the German dirigi- 
ble, “Graf Zeppelin,” upon its ar- 
rival in this country, and to renew 
the invitatior extended by 
Chamber, and by the  Post-Dis- 
patch, for a flight of the Zeppelin 
from Lakehurst to St. Louis. 

A letter rec.:ved today by Har- 
old M. Bixby, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Cham- 
ber, from Capt. Ernest» -A.- Leh- 


mann, states the reason why it was 
decided that the airship could not 
make St. Louis the terminus of 
its non-stop flight from Germany. 
It was not certain, Lehmann wrote, 
that the fuél gas arrangements 
made at Friedrichshafen, the 
starting point, would be such as to

carry the Zeppelin so far inland. 

The question of a secondary 
flight, from Lakehurst to St. Louis, 
he wrote, will depend on weather 
condition, particularly for the re- 
turn to Germany, and on the ra- 
pidity with which the ship can be 
refueled at Lakehurst. 

The Chamber of Commerce to- 
day sent a cablegram to Dr. Hugo 
Eckener, designer of the Graf Zep- 
pelirl, to reach him at Friedrichs- 
hafen before the start, set for to- 
morrow. 

“St. Louis is still hoping the Grat 
Zeppelin will visit this city,” the 
message says. “Col. Paegélow of 
Scott Field assures us arrange- 
ments for mooring and refueling 
ship are complete.”

If a  dribbler 
charges into an opponent, or makes 
personal contact with an opponent, 
without an apparent effort to avoid 
such contact,.a personal foul shall 
be called on the dribbler. 

Both May Be Guilty. 

“If, despite the dribbler’s effort 
to avoid contact, personal contact 
ensues, either player, or both, may 
be guilty; but the greater responsi- 
bility is on the dribbler if he tries 
to dribble by an opponent who is 
in his path.”’ 

This is designed to “emphasize 
the responsibility of the dribbler in 
connection with the fouls resulting 
from the dribble,” says Oswald 
Tower, Andover, Mass., official in- 
terpreter of the rules. 

“Most of those who advocate re- 
striction of the dribble,” he com- 
ments, “think that the dribble is 
used too much or that it is impos- 
sible to check satisfactorily the 
many fouls resulting from its use.

Free Church and Free State 


The doctrine of separation of church and state, to which America is committed, 
is threatened by the increasing activity of chufches in politics; churches have 
the night to participate in politics, but in so doing they are treading on dangerous 


ground. 


From the New York World 
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URING this campaign the ancient prob- 
Di= of the relation between Church and 

State has been forced upon the consid- 
eration of American people. The problem 
is immensely complicated. and a perfectly 
stable solution has never been found. How- 
ever, on certain large matters of principle 
which have hitherto caused prodigious con- 
troversy the American nation is in virtually 
unanimous agreement. It will be useful, 
therefore, to state what the points of agree- 
ment are before attempting to discuss the 
points on which controversy still continues. 
oa 


It is agreed by all Americans: virtually 
without exception, by Protestants, Catholics, 
Jews and agnostics, thai. the Government 
shall never give special privileges to any 
church nor seek in any way to tnterfere 
with the doctrine and worship and disci- 
pline of any church. It is agreed, that is 
to that no State re- 
ligion and established church, that no re- 
ligion shall be proscribed, that every church 
shall, from the point of view of the law, be 
regarded as a purely voluntary’ society. 
This is the doctrine of the separation of 
Church and State as Americans understand 
it. By the faithful adherence to this doc- 
trine America has achieved a larger degree 
of religious liberty and a more perfect tol- 
eration among men of different religious 
faiths than has ever before been achieved 
in the Western world.

say. there shall be 
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e problem, as now presented to Amer- 
icans, is how far churchmen are entitled 
to use the authority of their ‘puipitg to 
induce their congregations to vote for par- 
ticular solutions of these moral issues. 
That they are entitled to do so under the 
law goes without saying. The doctrine of 
the separation of Church and State guar- 
antees them the right to teach what they 
see fit to teach. If a preacher chooses to 
argue that no Catholic or no Quaker should 
hold public office, that is his right and 
only his own church can take it away from 
him. 


What ig now in dispute in America fs 
not whether churvhes have the right to 
participate in polities for what they regard 
as moral objectives but whether as Amer- 
icans they ought to do it. We print here 
an extract from a letter by a correspond- 
ent which states the question fairly: 


The church believes the maintenance 
of the present prohibition laws to be a 
moral question. Grant its. sincerity. 
Gov. Smith advocates a change in these 
laws and Mr. Hoover favors their con- 
tinuance. The church 1s entitled to 
urge its membérs to vote against the 
man who advocates what it believes to 
be a backward step. It fought against 
slavery; it fights against war: why 
should it not fight in the most effective 
manner for prohibition? The question 
bolls down to this; why should not the 
church take an active part politically 
in realizing its social program? 


The answer ts that if the church takes 
an active part politically in realizing its 
Social program the American doctrine of 
the separation of Church and State becomes 
unworkable. The reason is as follows: “To 
take an actire part politically” means to 
insist on certain laws and on certain can- 
didafes. When a church does that it be- 


EE —— » 


comes, from the point of view of the State, 
a political party, and political parties are 
subject to regulation by the State. Now 
the State regulates political parties at ev- 
ery stage of their Activities: it prescribes 
by law the processes by which they select 
their candidates and asserts the right to 
control their expenditures. The churches 
which are now in politics are in substance 
claiming the rights of a political party 
without submitting to the laws which gov- 
ern political parties. It is inevitable, there- 
fore, that if the church takes “an active 
part politically in realizing its social pro- 
gram” the State will sooner or later step 
in, assert its political supremacy and reg- 
ulate the activity of the church. If that 
does not happen. then tRe church of the 
majority will dominate the State. In eith- 
er case the separation of Church and State 
will have in fact ceased to exist. 

_ 


Loyalty to the theory of separation of 
church and State involves, therefore, a 
willingness by the churches to refrain from 
political activity and to confine themselves, 
in respect to “moral issues,” to teaching 
what they conceive to be the moral truth. 
Our correspondent says “the church fights 
against war;” and asks whether the church 
is not entitled to take an active part po- 
litically in the fight against war. Our an- 
swer is no. The fight against war at the 
politica] level] involves every important 
diplomatic problem in the world; it involves 
opinions on the League, Locarno, the Dawes 
plan, the Monroe doctrine, the debts, the 
cruiser program, tariffs, the Open Door, 
mandates, the recognition of de facto and 
de jure governments and 
other matters. Most emphatically we should 
say that men and women ought not to 
take positions on these questions as Meth- 
odists. Baptists, Presbyterian’, Catholics 


or Jews. 


Yet, this is precisely what certain church- 
es are doing in respect to the eighteenth 
amendment and the Volstead act. They are 
virtually arguing that these laws are dog- 
mas of the Protestant Church and they are 
asking their congregations to take an active 
part politically in dealing with these laws. 
But the American people are compelled 
to deny that the terms of any statutes have 
religious sanction. Al! statutes are secu- 
lar, and it is an utter and disastrous con- 
fusion of the function of church and State 
to invest any statute with religious author- 
ity. 


These distinctions are delicate and df- 
ficult, and it is not surprising that zeal- 
ous men ignore them. The ideal of a free 
church in a free State is a new ideal among 
men, Dy no meang universally accepted 
throughout the world and by no means 
firmiy established. To realize it in prac- 
tice requires great reasonableness, magnan- 
imity, tact and discernment. 

But on the preservation of that ideal.

The ‘Winter 


By Dr. Brice Belden. 


OU may have noticed that with 
-‘W the coming of late autumn 


: there is an increasing tendency | 
whooping | 
bronchitis | 


to colds, influenzas, 
coughs, scarlet fever, 
and pneumonia. 

One chief explanation of that 

fact js that the germs that cause 
these diseases thrive in the low 
temperature of that season. 

In fact the whole annual cycle 
of @eath rates from all diseases 
follows the temperature curve, be- 
cause these 
. dominate it to such an extent. 

About a month after the temper- 


ature fans the general death rate 


rises. 

That is because, 
favoring respiratory disease, cold 
tends to bring on hemorrhages in 
people suffering from phthsis or 
hardened arteries. Smallpox, ra- 
bies and mumps are transmitted in 
totally different ways and are very 
different diseases, yet they all 
show this inverse relationship to 
the temperature. This is largely 
because, with the coming of .0ool 
weather, people tend to huddle 
tomether in narrow and unventi- 
lated quarters. 

There is a direct relationship be- 
tween infections of the bowel and 
temperature. This is shown by the 
fact that the death rate from diar- 
rhoea goes up with the tempera- 
ture. Other diseases that show a 
summer maximum are those con- 
veyed by flying insects. In win- 
ter diseases, such as typhus, due 
to lice and other parasites of that

And still, for some strange 
reason, we continue to use our least 
attractive appointments for the 
regular family meals. 

If friends merely hint they'll 
drop in for tea, out comes the best 
silver and the thinest cups, a crisp, 
clean cloth Is laid, and all the little 
niceties we can think of are ar- 
ranged for their benefit.

Some New Ways 
To Serve Bananas 


ered an unsafe food. Even a 
baby of six months can be giv- 
en a puree of bananas that are 
ripe. Patients suffering from cer- 
tain forms in intestinal disturb- 
ance can digest ripe bananas and 
these are given to the exclusion of 
other starches. 

Bananas give us iron and lime 
and are, therefore, an essentiai 
food. If perfectly ripe or prop- 
erly prepared they are a delicious 
food. and contrary to former opir- 
jons, they are easily digested if 
well masticated. 

To eat in the raw state bananas 
must be ripe—this means the skin 
should be turning brown. If not 
absolutely ripe they should be 
baked. There are many ways of 
serving bananas. For breakfast 
they are nice sliced in with the 
cereal. Baked or fried with sau- 
sage they make a pleasing lunch- 
eon dish. As a dessert the banana 
has many possibilities. It can be 
served and covered with oranges 
and lemon juice and sugar added 
or they can be sliced and covered 
with cream and sugar. Combined 
with gelatine they are delicious 
and they are used in salads, pud- 
dings and cakes. 

In any of these forms the ba- 
nana is a wholesome food and 
should often appear on the family 
menu.
